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229 Graduates Receive Bachelor's Degrees 


Carl A. Koval of Mount Wolf, Pa., head- 
ed the class of 1974 with a perfect 4.0 
or “straight A” academic average during 
his four years at Juniata. 

Koval, a chemistry major who will do 
graduate work at California Institute of 
Technology, is one of three students who 
qualified for summa cum laude honors 
this spring with cumulative academic 
averages of 3.9 or better. The others are 
Stephen M. Sachs of Mount Union, Pa., a 
biology major, and H. Christopher Peter- 
son of Mifflin, Pa., a political science 
major. 

Juniata President John N. Stauffer con- 
ferred bachelor’s degrees on 229 graduat- 
ing seniors at commencement exercises 
May 26. Ninety were awarded the bache- 
lor of arts degree and 139 received the 
bachelor of. science.

Dr. William W. Hassler ‘39, the doctor 
of laws, and G. Edwin Brumbaugh, doc- 
tor of humane letters. 
_ Dr. Hassler is president of Indiana Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and also serves 
currently as president of the Pennsylva- 
nia Association of Colleges and Universi- 
ties. | 

Brumbaugh, an architect specializing in 
the restoration of historical buildings, is 
a son of Martin Grove Brumbaugh, gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania from 1915 to 1919 
and president of Juniata from 1894 to 
1910 and again from 1924 to 1930. 

G. Edwin Brumbaugh also designed the 
Cloisters, a men’s dormitory at Juniata. 

The commencement address was given 


by Dr. Jaroslav Pelikan, acting dean of 
the Yale Graduate School and author of 
more than a dozen books on Christian 
history. 

His address, which received numerous 
compliments, was entitled “A Vocation 
for the College.” It concluded Juniata’s 
year-long emphasis on the theme of voca- 
tion. 

In the wake of Watergate, American 
colleges have “the vocation of contribut- 
ing to a recovery of character,” Dr. Peli- 
kan remarked. 

He said the declining influence of the 
family and the church have made it more 
necessary than ever for colleges to con- 
front their students with moral issues 
while at the same time rejecting the kind 
of hypocritical ‘“moralism” used recently 
to defend illegal governmental activities. 

In addition, he noted that other voca- 
tions of the college are “‘instilling an ap- 
preciation of tradition that is compatible 
with a liberation from the tyranny of the 
past” and “’a special attitude toward the 
intellectual life, a combination of respect 
for reason with a profound affirmation of 
the irrational.” . 

“The college has a unique opportunity 
to give leadership to the university” in 
the latter respect, he added.

A SEMINAR ROOM on the second floor of the Beeghly Library has 
been dedicated to the memory of Aaron Rabinowitz and Lillian 
Wald. Rabinowitz, a prominent New York real estate executive 
and philanthropist, made numerous financial contributions to 
Juniata over a period of years and was responsible for the dona- 
tion of some 10,000 books to the Juniata libraries. He was a 
great admirer of Miss Wald, who founded a visiting nursing ser- 
vice and a settlement house in the poverty-stricken Lower East 
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Side of Manhattan. Widely known as a crusader for various gov- art. 
ernment reforms and services, she befriended Rabinowitz as a

Dr. Leland Miles ‘46 returns to the 
University of Bridgeport (Conn.) in August 
to become its fifth president. 

He had served as dean of the College 
of Arts and Sciences, the largest of the 
university’s six colleges, from 1964 until 
1967 

During those three years, he initiated 
graduate programs leading to the master 
of arts and master of science degrees, es- 
tablished departments of philosophy and 
theatre arts, and founded a student ad- 
visory committee to the dean which is 
still active.

York state and served in the latter ca- 


pacity for seven years. Alfred experienced 


substantial growth during his administra- 
tion, increasing its enrollment from 1,700 
to 2,400 full and part-time students.
